The Flanders mail of yefterday gives the followmg partica- 
lars concerning the dreadful accident which is faid to have hap- 
pened is China:— About the beginning of December lait, 
two new volcanos appeared, with dreadful craters, upon the 
mountains which divide the Ifle of Formwofa, eaft aud weit, fi- 
tuated en the Chinefe ocean, in the middte of the province of 
Fokein, north of Japan, fouth of the Peninfula of Corea, and 
ealt of the Philipines.» Along with the explofion of thefe vol- 
canos was a ‘hurricane, attended. with a fubrerrancous motion of 
the ifle, which being moved from eaft to welt, and having its 
banks overflowed by the wayes of the fea, funk and difappear- 
ed under a deluge of water, fo that nothing but the tops of the 
mountains were feen. This cddvulfion of nature lafted more 
than eight hours with the fame’ motives. The three principal 
towns Tai-Ovas-Foa, Jong-Khan- Hein, and Teha-Lo-Hein, 
with 20 boroughs, or liule towns, were entirely buried, and 
the ruins of them remived by the force of the currents. Up- 
wards of 40,000 inhabitants have’ been drowned, and all the 
parts of the earth which -projeSted into the fea have been fepa- 
rated and thrown inteit, where they form a fediment at the 
bottom. ‘There is no doabt but that the iflands of Ponzhou 
and many others, the forts of Zelande, of Ngau, and Pintgt- 
Chingi have difa as well as the litile hills upon which 
they were built. Ie appears that hiftory no where records a 
difafter more terrible.”

T has often firuck me as a very fingular circumftance, that 
I what appears to a wife fer of men iv one country, the fug- 
g-ftion of wifdom itfelf, thould by another fer of wife men, in 
another country, be deemed che effet of folly. I fpeak nor, 
Sir, of thofe political meafures, which, as they depend ona 
thoufand different circumftances, may bear a thoufand differ- 
ent afpe&s, and confequently may appear wife or abfurd, jut 
according to the afpect in which they are viewed; I mean, Sir, 
thoft meafures which are ‘parfucd on principles deduced from 
abftract or general reafoning, and independent of thofe circum- 
ftances, which, as they may or may not take place, may make 
the meafure itielf the molt proper or the molt objectionable. I 
fhail elucidate this by example. I fhall fuppofe, for inftance, 
that it thould be a quettion of debate in the Cabinets of two 
different monarchs io Europe, Whether their fons fhould be 
married young, or fyffered to advance far into the ftate of man- 
hood, before they fhould be permitted to enter into the ftate of 
matrimony ? One might well imagine, that as this is a quettion 


which depends not on wind or weather, on the bravery or dif- } 


cipline of ficets and armies, on the {kill and faccefs of Admi- 
rals and Generals, or the pewerfal affiftance of allies, the de- 
termination or folution of the queftion by an affembly of wife 
men, ought to be the fame ia London and Paris, becaufe wif. 
dom and truth are confittent, and the fame in all places: And 
yet, ftcange as it may appear! the opinions of the Cabinets of 
London and Verfailles, on this queition, are juft as different 
as they were on the fubject of the American war. The Mini- 
fters of Lewis XV. thought it wife and prudent to advife their 
fovereign to provide proper matches for his three grandfons, 
(che ptefent King, and his two brothers,. the Comtes de Pro- 
vence and Artois) as foon as poflible ; the advice was follow 
ed by that monarch, and the three Brothers were married with 
in a year of each other, not being more than 16 years of age 
on the duy of marriage. The object of the Minifters in giving

this advice was not to prevent ihe extingtion of the Houle of | 


Bourbon, which was infinitely more numerous then than the 
Britith line of Branfwitk is now ; but the objec was to pre- 
* ent, as much as poflible, the younger branches of the Royal 
family from purfuing libertine courfes, which might prove high- 
ly injurious to the Princes themfelves, arid deitructive of the 
¢ and honour of private families: : 

In England the condw<t of Miniffers oa a fimilar point, is 
precifely the very revere. Here the Princes of the blood lofe 
not the Guntenance of the Court, while in purfuit of lawlefs 


gratification ; but when they venture to choofe for themfelves, | 


become Jefs diffipated, give their hands to, and fix their affec- 
tions on a wife; then the courtly fanthine is withdrawn from 
them, and they are deprived even of the poe of paying their 
réfpedts where they ar¢ mot due. Is wifdom inconfittent with 
ifelf? Can it be wifdom to marry the Princes of France at an 
early age ; aad fully to marry thofe of England at the like? 
The irregularities of a Prince are a fanCion and an encourage- 
mtent to the young nobility to plunge inzo difhpation and de- 
bauchery ¢ and whén Princes and Nobles are addicted to vice, 
there is na doubt but in many noble families, the virtue of ma- 
ny females will be facrificed, and their relations difhonoured.

dur young Princes, aad particuSirly of the heir. apparent, is the 
expence to which’ it weuld , neceffarily fabject the nation.— 
But would it not be better for the morals of the nation, 
that an additional burthen fhoald be borne, than that vice 
fhould extend its dominion? And would net every noble- 
man and gentitman.in- England: part cheerfully with a 
few extraordinary pounds every year, if by fo doing, he 
was fecuring the peace and honour of his family? Sore- 
ly, therefore,' there ts erery. moral reafow for marrying the 
Prince; and one might imagine tbat there might be good peli- 
tical reaféns too for it: Daring the late war, France found the 
benefit of the’ marriage of het King with the fitter of the Em- 
peror. France and Anjtria had been enemies for centuries ; 
but of late that enmizy bgs fobfided ; nay, it has been faccced- 
ed by the moft cordial friencthip, fince two Auftrian Archdu- 
cheffes have béen matched with two Bourbon Kings of Trance 
and Naples, A diverfion im our favour by the Emperor 
would have ruined all the profpects of France in the late war : 
On the other hand, the neutrality of the Emperor, procured 
by the treaties made in confequence of the double alliance with 
his houfe, enabled France to ftrip us of our empire beyond the 
Atlantic. 

Upon the whole, Mr Editor, I think I may fairly conclade 
that there are both moral and political reafons for marrying 
fome of the elder children of our Sovereign. 

If they are kept anmarried till they have attained the Parlia- 
mentary age of twenty-five, there is no doubt but many of the 
nobility wil} have to lament the lofs of their daughters, and 
the State will-be daprived of thofe advantages, that might re- 
falt from judicious alliances.
